The Turning Tide 
United States has scarcely begun to 
st. The most trying days of the war, 
7 nation, are yet ahead. Victory is not 
sight and there will be many hours of 

dency as bad news comes in. 
t, without undue optimism or biased 
ation, it is probable that recent days 
witnessed the turning point of the war, 
ging from world standards. lt is quite 
ikely that historians of the future, looking to 
the months of September and October, 1942, 
will name them as the period during which the 
Axis actually began its ever-accelerating des- 

cent into the deep pit of defeat. 

For, by heroic resistance, by wise strategy, 
our side has, in recent weeks, utterly disrupted 
the “timing” of the enemy campaigns. And 
both Germans and Japanese rely altogether 
upon this factor of “timing.” If they cannot 
achieve one objective by the date set, it throws 
their entire strategy out of gear. 

As for the Germans, the heroic Red resist- 
‘ance at Stalingrad has completely smashed the 
German plans for that front for the summer 
now near its close. It is known, on unimpeach- 
able authority, that Hitler and his generals 
planned, after the fall of Stalingrad, to over- 
whelm Leningrad at the northern end of the 
line and then concentrate all their power on 
their drive across the Caucasus, with the ob- 
jective of capturing all the valuable oil fields 
of that region.

Following this, of course, Hitler envisaged a 
drive to smash the British in Iran and Iraq, to 
capture the Persian oil fields, meet a victorious 
Rommel at the Suez canal and from there drive 
into India and the East to form junction with 
his Japanese allies. 

But the defense of Stalingrad has spoiled all 
those grandiose Nazi dreams. Now, the steel 
city on the Volga is still uncaptured, the Nazis 
have paid for their failure with hundreds of 
thousands of lives and the loss of uncountable 
equipment. Winter is approaching and the

Justice Samuel Carter Atkinson

Justice Atkinson was the oldest member of 
that bench in point of service, having been 
appointed in 1906 by Governor Joseph M. Ter- 
rell. Son of a family of outstanding leader- 
Ship in state affairs in both ante-bellum and 
post-war years, Justice Atkinson was a native 
of Baldwin county.

PESSIMISM UNFOUNDED WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—By 


sharply criticizing those gov- 

ernment officials who have been publicly acclaiming that the 

United States is losing the war, President Roosevelt has indicated 

clearly enough that he is in complete disagreement with any such 
pessimistic appraisal of the war situation. 

There has been a series of such statements 
recently from high-ranking government officials. 
Perhaps the most noteworthy of the lot was a 
declaration by Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
Ralph Bard, who said that “we are still losing 
this war, and we should damn well under- 
stand it.” 

Mr. Roosevelt did not enumerate any of the 
specific reasons for his disagreement with his 
associates. Perhaps it would have been better 
for public morale had he done so. But any re- 
capitulation of war events of the past few 
months will show what he had in mind. 

The picture is far more encouraging than 
some of the pessimists would have us believe. 
Because we were precipitated into the conflict 
overnight, with nothing approaching the prep- 
aration that had been carefully planned by our 
enemies for years in advance, all of our mili- 

tary leaders warned us in the beginning that we could expect noth- 
ing but a losing battle for the first year. It would take us at least 
that long, we were told, to organize our forces for offensive action. 
Until that time we could only expect to fight a defensive war, 
taking many disheartening blows as we went. 

The months following Pearl Harbor confirmed this dire ap- 
praisal of things, except that the tide seems to have turned in our 
favor earlier than the first calculations called for. After the dis- 
aster of Pearl Harbor we saw the Japs take Wake Island and the 
Philippines. They occupied Hengkong and Singapore and chased 
the Dutch out of the East Indies. Burma was captured, cutting 
off the main sourcé of supplies to our Chinese allies. Australia 
and India were threatened, and we expected a momentary move 
against the harassed Russians in Siberia. 


THE SUB MENACE On the Atlantic side, we met a seri- 


ous defeat at the hands of Nazi subs, 
which sank some 400 of our ships in Western Hemisphere waters. 
For a time they were even blasting them to the bottom in sight of 
land, ~We seemed unable to cope with the growing undersea 
menace. 

In Russia the ,Germans opened their summer drive with new 
fury which was attended by immediate success, and Rommel went 
charging down the coast to North Africa in a way to threaten Alex- 
andria, and the Suez Canal. 

This is the dark side of the picture covering the period when 
we were definitely losing the war. 


TIDE HAS TURNED Now, ten months after Pearl Harbor, 
the tide has turned the other way. Hit- 


ler has been held up for 40 days before Stalingrad, and Rommel 
has been stopped—defeated—in Africa. At long last we seem to 
have licked the submarine menace off our shores, and the Japs 
have been halted in the Pacific. Our men and supplies are méving 
in a constant stream to the European theater. 

On top of all of this, American industry has worked a miracle 
of production. We have the word of the President, after his two- 
week inspection tour of defense plants, that our production is at 
a rate of 95 per cent efficiency. 

The first break for us in the Pacific came with the Coral Sea 
naval-air battle. We put the Japanese fleet to rout and sank two 
of its most powerful carriers, together with an imposing array of 
other war vessels. A short time later we handed them an even 
more disastrous defeat at Midway. As a result of that battle the 
balance of naval power was definitely restored to our side in the 
Pacific. Four more of the Japs’ best carriers were sent to the 
bottom in that encounter, as well as many other of their ships. 


JAPS ON DEFENSIVE Since then the Japs seem to have 


pulled in their horns. The move 
against India, Australia and Siberia has not materialized. Instead 
we have put them on the defensive by the capture of the Solomon 
Islands. Every time our planes come in contact with their aircraft, 
we knock them down at a ratio of anywhere from two to ten to one 

In Europe the British, lately with our help, have inaugurated 
the most devastating air raids the war has yet seen. Bomber as- 
saults, with 1,000 planes participating, have wrecked a half dozen 
or more important German industrial centers. The fact that the 
Germans have been unable to retaliate indicates that something 
serious has. gone wrong with their air force. Demands of the 
Russian front are probably responsible. 

But perhaps the most heartening development on our side is 
the way events have shaped up so far in Russia. The Soviet army 
remains intact. It begins to look now as though the Germans, de- 
spite the demands of Hitler, will be unable to take Stalingrad. 
Whether they are or not, the time seems to have passed now where 
there iS any longer a threat of knocking the Russians out of the 
war this year. Winter is only a couple of months ahead. Soon 
the Nazis will have to start digging in for the cold weather. 


READY NEXT SPRING The whole strategy of the Allied 


high command has been built on 
the expectation that the Russians would be able to hold. By next 
spring or earlier our preparations will be advanced enough to open 
the second front. The crushing movement against Hitler will then 
begin on two sides. If Russia should fall before then, the entire 
design of our military plans would have to be changed. There is 
no thought now that she will. ‘ 

Hitler, by his inability to defeat Russia this year, has sealed 
his own doom. Beginning with 1943, he will find the full forces 
of his enemies organized and on the march against him, 

These are undoubtedly some of the things Mr. Roosevelt had in 
mind in scolding government officials for statements that we are 
losipfg the war. We have traveled a long way since Pear! Harbor. 
Thy endHs by no means in sight yet, but the outlook is far less 
pessimistic than some would have us believe.

windshield. This answer would

You may observe that I have 
toned down my opinion of the 
quality of this bumper steel for 
salvage purposes. The reason is 
that Edwin C. Barringer, presi- 
dent and executive secretary of 
the Institute of Scrap Iron and 
Steel, in Washington, which would 
seem to be the chamber of com- 
merce of the scrap industry, writes 
that although the basic material 
of the bumper is good carbon 
steel, the nickel and chrome plat- 
ing are deleterious elements which 
impart hardness._and impair weld- 
ing. But he says there should be 
some form of steel in which such 
scrap would be useful and, fur- 
thermore, the auto salvage divi- 
sion of the WPB has stated that 
these bumpers are urgently need- 


ed right now. 

Barringer also urges

probably of supplies, ashore to 
strengthen the units which have 
held tenaciously to their numerous 
positions in the rugged interior of 
the contested island.

Nation Is in ‘Stubborn 


Good Health,’ Says Of- 
' ficial Report. 


LONDON, Oct. 6.—(#)—Civilian 
deaths from war causes totaled 
49,752 in England and Wales dur- 
ing the year ended March 31, the 
health ministry reported today. 
The victims died as a result of 
bombings, resultant fires, building 


collapses and the like. 

Apart from these deaths, the re- 
port showed the death rate was 
11.7 per one thousand, a point be- 
low the 1940 figure and only two- 
tenths of a point above 1939. 

The British nation, though man- 
aging with fewer doctors and 
dentists, is maintaining its “stub- 
born good health,” Minister of 
Health Ernest Brown said in the 
introduction to the ministry re- 
port.

People Against ‘Beating Game’ 


WASHINGTON, Ai 6.—(P)— 
Rubber Administrator William M. 
Jeffers said tonight he had been 
given “all the power that I shall 
need” to carry out his program, 
expressed confidence that the na- 
tionwide gasoline rubber ration- 
ing and other rubber conservation 
regulations would “meet with the 
voluntary support of the great ma- 
jority of all our citizens,” but add- 
ed this warning: 

“For that small segment of our 
population who will try to beat 
the game I only have this to say— 
look out.” 

In an address prepared for radio, 
his first since his appointment 
September 15, Jeffers said talks 
with people from coast to coast 
and thousands of letters had con- 
vinced him that people were “far 
better prepared to accept the rig- 
ors of war than some are likely to 
think.” 

Jeffers urged that the people 
consider the restrictions arising 
from the need to conserve rubber 
“as a plan whereby we can keep 
automobiles operating, rather than 
to restrict their use, because this 
is a nation on wheels and it must 
be kept on wheels.” 

Keep ’Em Rolling. 

“Every means of transportation 
in this country, expanded so skill- 
fully through the past years, es- 
pecially the bus and truck, must 
be continued to its fullest to com- 
pletely accomplish th& necessities 
of our essential busin life on 
rubber,” he said. 

“Our aim is not to take automo- 
biles, trucks, buses or farm equip- 
ment out of active service. Rather, 


until the day he we will have 
an adequate supply of rubber sub- 
stitutes. 

“The only hope of bridging the 
gap between the present and the 
time when these substitutes will 
be available lies in faithful com- 
pliance with the program herein 
outlined.” 

Asserting he would take the 
Baruch rubber committee’s report 
as “my text book” for the produc- 
tion of synthetic rubber, Jeffers 
said: 

Stay on Rubber. 

“T have been given all the pow- 
er that I shall need but you may 
be assured I will not abuse it. My 
duty, as I see it, is to you, the peo- 
ple of this country, and‘in serving 
you we want to help you to help 
yourselves stay on rubber.” 

Jeffers called on the public to 
follow “willingly, patriotically and 
vigorously” these three rules: 

“First, gas rationing, which, of 
itself, does not restrict the use of 
gas because of necessity to con- 
serve gas.

Amid the cheers of 2,800 Amer- 
ican and Canadian delegates to 
the union’s 37th ‘constitution con- 
vention, the UMW president an- 
nounced that the _ international, 
disricts, and locals had _ contrib- 
uted nearly $40,000,000 to the war 
effort through bond purchases and 
donations and had given nearly 
70,000 men to the armed services. 


The report, hit especially hard 
at the 1942 tax bill now pending in 
congress. 

“The 1942 bill,” the repart said, 
“indicates that congress will con- 
tinue to shift the tax burden to 
the:low-income groups unless they 
receive clear and forceful indica- 
tions from their constituents that 
they will be held accountable. ... 

“The 1942 bill will, for the first 
time in our history, force individ- 
uals earning af little as $10 a week 
and married couples earning $24 
a week to pay federal income 
taxes. On the other hand, it will 
permit wealthy corporations to 
clear enormous annual profits on 
their investments before paying 
one cent in surplus taxes.” 


The report urged: every effort | 


to prevent a sales tax. 

It also condemned poll taxes, 
antistrike legislation and the St. 

wrence seaway project; an- 
nounced that the union had a bal- 
ance of $6,346,852 June 1, and rec- 
ommended increasing membership 
dues from $1 to $1.50 a month “to 
build up a reserve fund that will 
protect the best interests of our 
membership.”
